It would be impossible to give a cor­ 
rect record rf ibe lives lest by tho great 
floods of the world, but the following 
are the meet remarkeble: 
In 738 the 
flood at Glasgow drowned m oiothan ICO 
am ilies;in 1446 the sea broke in at 
D art, and drowned 72 villages, and de­ 
stroying lCO.GOO people; in 1183 the Sev­ 
ern ovtrllowed during ten dayp, and 
caused the loss of thousands cf lives; in 
1G30 a gene*a1 inundation was caused by 
the failure cf the dikes in H olland, Jh e 
loss of life was estim ated at 400,000; at 
Catalonia, in 1G17, 50,000 perished by 
floods; in Navarre 2000 persons were 
drowned in 1787 by torrents from the 
m ountains; in 1811 the c.\el flowing of the 
D anube

villages 
were 
wiped 
out of existence; in Bilesis, in 1813, over 
G,000 persons perished by floods, and in 
the same year 4,000 in Poland; in 1829 
the awful flood at Dantzie: caused by the 
breaking of dikes, carried away 10,000 
cattle, 4,000 horses, and destroyed hun­ 
dreds of lives; in 1840 there were terri 
hie floods in F rance. The banks of the 
Saono and the Phone gave way and 
60,000 acres of land were submerged, 
carrying away hundreds of houses. 
Coming d 3wn to more recent tim es 
and noting the dieasterous floods in our 
own country we And that the reservoir at 
Mill Diver, Massachusetts, burst on the 
IG of May', 1884, and 150 lives were lost. 
The floods in W estern Pencslyvania in 
the same year drowned 220 persona. The 
reservoir! at W orcester, "Massachusetts, 
broke on the 30th of M arch, 187G, and 
while much property was destroyed, 
lives were lost.

Johnstow n, Pa., June 5.—At the pres­ 
ent rate there will soon be a live man dig­ 
ging in the ruins to every dead one. Evans 
Johns, tho Pittsburg contractor, who, un­ 
til William Flynn arrives to-morrow morn 
ing, has charge of the Smoky city forces, 
has 2,200 men at work on the ruins. There 
are twenty-six foremen here, all level- 
headed fellows, who keep their unwieldy 
and exhausted forces under masterful con­ 
trol. Although they are scattered all over tho 
waste places, tho heavy work was done on 
the point district, whoro 200 mansions lie 
in solid heaps of brick* stone aud timbers. 
Here tho labors of tho searchers were re­ 
warded by tho discovery of a corpso about 
every five minutes. 
As a rule tho Loda s 
were mangled and unrecognizable, unless 
by marks or letters on their persons. 
In 
every case decorapositioq has set in, and 
the work of tho searchers is becoming one 
that will test theiy stomachs as. well a4 
their hearts. 
Superintendent Kirk of the Pittsburg 
dynamite company has set at rest tho re­ 
ports floating about that there wero to be 
some terrific upheavals by dynamite. ‘‘We 
will not attempt to loosen the wreckage by 
dynamite,” said he, ‘‘it is full of dead 
bodies, and they would bo terribly mangled 
if dynamite wero used. 
We will employ 
small cartridges for shattering heavy tim­ 
bers occasionally, but that is all.” 
But.Mr. Kirk has a scheme afoot that is 
as momentous as it is cheering to tho 
thousands below Johnstown who have 
been exposed to tho danger of pestilence 
from drinking Allegheny river water. 
A 
reeking menace to life and health lies in 
tho bed of tho Conemaugh for 300 yards 
above tho Pennsylvania railroad bridge. 
When the drift accumulated against this 
adamantine structure, hundreds—some say 
thousands—of bodies wero pinioned under 
tho debris. 
It extends across the river 
400 feet and twice that distance up stream. 
Tho awful story of how it caught fire and 
burned for throe days, roasting tho pin­ 
ioned victims and filling tho valley with 


law-breakers 
and vandals.

the bed, Mr. Rodgors found himself con­ 
fronted by a stoutly built and desperate- 
looking m an arm ed w ith a revolver. 
Mr. 
Rodgers know a t a glance tho character 
of tho intruder, and started to grapple 
w ith him, followed by Mrs. Rodgers. 
The 
bu rg lar fired as they closed in on him, tho 
ball taking effect in Mrs. Rodgers’ groin. 
By this tim e the m aster of tho house 
was on the b u rg lar and endeavoring to 
disarm bim. 
A fierce struggle ensued, in 
which all three took p art. 
Several shots 
wore fired by tho desperado as his w rist 
was hold tig h t by his assailant; 
Ono of 
these took effect in Mr. Rodgor s le ft arm 
and another in the center of tho abdom en. 
A th ird shot w ent through the loft hand 
of tho burglar. 
Rodgers now got tho revolver aw ay and 
struck the villain over tho head w ith it. 
Mrs. R ogers had b it the fellow severely in 
tho rig h t hand to m ake him let go tho re­ 
volver, and they had him thoroughly sub­ 
dued and badly wounded, but neither knew 
th a t they themselves wero wounded.

Rodgers aro fatally 
wounded.

m apped out.

crow d beghn to gather around tho jail, 
sw ellw g in n u m b ed until tho vacant lots 
around the jai) anc} (ho stric t for tw o 
blocks wOfo literally p an ted \vith excited 
mon. 
Tbp (Sfowd \yas wild and thofd was 
an alm ost universal sentim ent in favor ol 
having tho prisoner a t any costs and d e a l 
ing out sum m ary justice. 
Though guarded by a detail of polico t 
crow d of IOO effected entrance to tho ja il 
a t IO o ’clock in tho evening and soon 
brolga illtd tho robber’s cell. 
T aking him 
to Che of tho m ost prom inent business 
corners in town, he w af given an oppor 
tu n ity to talk, and he confessed his crim e. 
A rope was tjieu adjusted around his neck 
and the other end was throw n to a’maii 
who had clim bed a telegraph polo. 
The 
rope w as throw n over tho cross-oar and 
tho m iserable w retch jerked dangling in 
th e air. 
A pistol shot was fired, tho rope 
was m ado fast, and tho crowd dispersed. 
Tho hanging took place in tho full glaro of 
an electric light.

ITS CONDITION 
AND WANTS— QUARTERLY 


REPORT OF THE CHIEF ENGINEER. 
At the regular meeting of the common 
council held on Monday evening, Chief 
Engineer Blunk submitted his quarterly 
report as follows: 
To tic Honorable, the Mayor and Com­ 
mon Council: 


G e n t l e m e n : 
I herewith present my 
report of the condition of the fire depart­ 
ment for the three months ending with 
date. 
Since my last report, March 4th, last, 
the department has responded to thirteen 
fire alarms, makiug twenty-two runs 
since January 1st. Details of losses sus­ 
tained at eaoh fire, together with insur­ 
ance, are kept in the fire department 
register, a summary of whioh will be 
given in my annual report. 
During the past three months I have 
paid $29.72 for 3.860 pounds of oatp, and 
$23 24 for 5.810 founds of hay,making a 
total of $52.96. We have feed in kind 
on hand sufficient to subsist seven horses 
for twenty days, making an average cf at 
per day for eaoh horse of about sixteen 
cents. Tho two horses belonging to the 
fire patrol were placed in the east side 
engine house on May 10th, since whioh 
time they have been kept tho same ae the 
other horses in tho department. 
On May :U)th tho new fire patrol wagon 
was placed in service, stationed at the 
east side engine house. This wagon has 
been equipped by the fire police com­ 
pany, at an expense of $1,282.85. 
The 
wagon 
was built by the 
Empire 
Cross 
Spring 
company, 
of 
this 
oity, at a cost to tho Fire Police Co. of 
$150. 
The wagon is not only a oredit to 
tho manufacturers, but to tho city, aud 
likewise to our mauufaotuiing industries. 
This wagon is thoroughly equipped with 
fire extinguishers, tarpaulins, and other 
paraphernalia usually carried by patrol 
or 
salvage 
oorps 
in 
other cities. 
The wagon is manned by the Fire Police 
Company, who have employed a driver to 
drive and care for the horses, thus plac­ 
ing an additional paid man in the de­ 
partment without expense to the city 
That this company, with its new outfit, 
will prove of great service in the fire de­ 
partment. I have no donbt. 
The addition of the fire patrol wagon 
has necessitated several changes to be 
made, especially at the east side engine 
house. Here a partition has been placed 
on the lower tloor, bringing the horse 
stalls forward sixteen feet; a new build 
ing has been built in the rear for the 
storing of the two fire engines, thus mak 
ing room for the oity marshal’s horse ani 
patrol wagon at the west aide house 
W ater services have been put in both 
houses; at the west side houee a water 
guage bas been placed, showing the 
water pressure on the mains at all times 
a water closet has also been constructed 
in the west side house. 
The front wall 
of the east side house has been repaired 
I oannot at this time give the cost of 
these repairs and av iatio n s, as the bills 
have not been collected.

Factory Inspector James C. Moore has 
just finished bis tour cf Janesville fac­ 
tories; and his official report to Commis­ 
sioner H. M. Stark, of the bureau of 
labor and industriatl statistics, shows a 
splendid industrial progress for the oity. 
The number of manufacturing establish­ 
ments of all kinds is forty three, in whioh 
1,183 persons are employed. Of this num­ 
ber, 557 are females. In the matter of 
'emale labor, Janesville leads all otber 
cities, even Milwaukee not excepted. 
The percentage of female factory labor 
ji the state is but a trills over IO per 
Otnt, while that of Janesville is 47 per 
cent. The bulk of this found in the 
cotton mills, where three hundred of the 
four huodied employes arc women. 
The total steam horse power of the city 
is 554 as against 1,261 water power. The 
number of engines ie therefore compar­ 
atively small, being only 24; the nam ber 
of steam boilers is 28. 
The addition of ,new machinery to the 
city’s manufacturing capacity, since the 
, formal inspection of July, 1887, amounts 
to $46,150, while the improvements to the 
factory buildings during the same period 
foot up $11,890. 
Janesville ranks fifth in number of 
factory employes of the cities outside of 
Milwaukee, inspected since March 1st cf 
this year.
